Tho Mexicau Trouble 

Aftor a rospito of eovoral days, 
arising from tho indisposition of tbo 
gulf wires, our oxohanges havo doing* 
od uh with interesting tomographic 
nows recoived by way of Orogou and 
Pugot Sound. Mexican advicos put a 
difl'oront and somewhat ludicrous 
phaso upon tho stato of affairs in that 
distractod country. It is still very 
quostionablo whothor Maximilian has 
actually abdicatod tho Imporial throno 
or not (a later despatch says ho will 
not) ; yot it would soom that ho did 
make an attempt to "skodaddlo" on 
tho Austrian frigato Dandolo, but 
through tho indiscrotion of tho Com- 
mandor of tho frigato, tho fact was 
mado known to tho French author* 
itics, and was frustrated by orders of 
Gon. Eazaino. Vorily Max roposos on 
no bed of roses, an Eraporor only in 
namo, drivon by popular will from an 
unpopular position, acquired and hold 
on Bulforanco of a oaprioious foreign 
potontato, ho wisoly dotormined to 
quit the scene of " ompty majesty" 
ore it bocamo too lato, whou ho found 
himsolf ignominiously drivon back to 
kennol by tho whipper-in of tho 
Fronch forces. Bazaino's object in 
thus checkmating tho Arohduko's 
movo, it is said, was to compol him to 
formally abdicate, othorwiso French 
occupation of tho country would bo 
seriously compromizod. lio informed 
Maximilian that ho was awaro of his 
intention to fleo Mexico, but his flight 
could not bo permitted unless tho Em- 
peror would formally abdicate, and 
thus relievo Franco of hor engage- 
ments towards him. This it was ox- ' 
pectod, Maximilian would be com- 
pelled to do, and Gen. Bazaino would 
thereupon, no doubt, assume tho torn* 
porary Military Dictatorship ol tho 
country, pending tho further action 
of his Government. Tho wish, so far, 
appears to bo fathor to tho thought, but 
should it so happen, Louis Napoloon 
will have proBontod to him tho op- 
portunity of making a firm ally of 
America by relinquishing to hor on 
honorable torms, a prize which his 
instinctive ambition may prompt 
him to hold, but which his prosciont 
judgment must toll him he can only 
do at inadequato risk and sacrifice. 
If tho Frenoh Emporor bo so near his 
end as is roportod, it would bo a 
gracious act in tho closing scono of his 
earthly career to voluntarily rostoro 
this magnificent torritory to its rightful 
possessors, tho American peoplo. Tho 
reported cession of Chihuahua and 
Sonora by Juarez to tho United States 
Government is not as yot confirmed.

— Geiilt Smith is out 
in a long letter to Judge Lewis, on tho con- 
dition of the country, in which ho takes the 
ground that our duty to tho South does not 
involvo its punishment.

Mexico. 

Brownsville, Texas, November 8. — Orto- 
ga and suite arrived at Brazos October 3d, 
but were arrested by tho inilitury authorities, 
and afterwards permitted to return to Brazos. 
A protest from Ortega and the membnrs of 
his suite, appears in the Rio Grundo Courier 
this morning. The General Ural points to the 
provision of the Constitution, by which he 
claims to bo recognized in his proper political 
character as tho President of tho Mexican 
Republic. Ho then recites tho acts accom- 
panying and instituting his arrest, and pro- 
tests first against the violation of individual 
guarantees given by tho law of tho country 
to foreigners travelling therein; second, in 
the name of and as President ol tho Mexican 
Republic, ho protests against tho arrest as 
constituting interference by tho armed lorco 
of tho United States in the solution of local 
Mexican questions: third, ogaiust any act, 
direct or indirect, through attempts to imposo 
upon the peoplo of Mexico the fractional 
Government. 

Matamoras, Nov. O.—Caravajal still holds 
the city. 

On tho aftornoon of the 2d, a courier arriv- 
ed from Juarez, bringing peremptory orders 
for the surrender of tbo cily, and after hold- 
ing a counsel of his officers, Oaravajal offered 
to surrendor on the formal condition that tho 
troops are to pass beyond tho Stato of Ta- 
maulipas; ail accounts of tho administration 
to bo declared valid, and no one to bo pro- 
secutod for political acts since tho 12tb of 
August; Caravajal should remain in com- 
mand of tho troops. Theso conditions Lopez 
said wore unworthy of notice, and also said 
be would attack tho place as eaily as possi« 
ble. Caravajal continued to oxact money 
from the people. 

New York, November 1-1. — Tho Herald's 
City of .Mexico correspondence says Maxi- 
milian's abdication was unknown until ho 
was almost ready to start. Marshall Buzaino 
was busy making contracts for the army for 
a length of time, which does not look like a 
speedy departure. 

Gen. Sheridan is known to bo on tbo Rio 
Grande frontier, and the reported nrrest of 
Ortega is not doubled here, although no 
official advices have been receivod. 

New Yohk, November 15. — Lato corres- 
pondencB from tho eity of Mexico is as fol- 
lows : A few loaguos from tho city, while on 
his way to Orizaba, Maximilian mot tho cap- 
pain of tho Austrian frigate which was lying 
at Vera Cruz. His Majesty permitted him 
to continue his journey to tho capitol to re- 
muin only one day and return directly to Vera 
Cruz, as Maximilian intended lo embark 
with him. Bcloro quilting Chepultepeo all at 
the Castlo were paid oil and discharged. 
The baggage and personal property o( his 
Muiesty was packed and some of it dispatch- 
ed to Vera Cruz. The horses and carriages 
were disposed off; but all this was so quietly 
done, although tho facts became known, still 
no one supposed Maximilian intended to 
quit tho Empire. Even tho Princess Itur- 
bido, who has charge of tho young Prince 
1 turbide, and who has an apartment al the 
Palace, was not informed of the intended 
departure until the day beforo it took place, 
Having perfeoted his arrangements, the 
Emperor sent for Bazaiue, and gave him a 
verbal appointment as regent, and the minis- 
try wero notified of the fao», nnd were order- 
ed to report to the Consul with him as Regent 
ad interim. The notification came like a thun- 
der clap on the Cabinet, which at" once re- 
paired lo Chepultepeo to protost against it, 
but were refused an audienco or any ex- 
planations, when they unanimously resigned. 
Bazaino smoothed matters over with them, 
inducing them to retain their positions for 
tho present, At o'clock, on the morning 
of tho 20th, attended by his escort, Maximil- 
ian passed out of the Custle, and hade adieu 
to tho caro3 and axietios which he had ex- 
perienced, On Friday it became known thai 
the Emporor intended going to Orizaba, and 
the forces near San Luis Potosi of the Lib- 
erals, dispatehed messengers to notify tho 
Liberal General of the royal journey, and 
detailing a plan fur his capture. 

A detachment of two thousand five hun- 
drod strong, with a battery of light artillery 
were to bu sent with, r.l! speed lo intercept 
tho Emperor between Puebla and tbo pass 
Del Wacho. The Emperor was escorted by 
only -100 cavalry, but tho scheme came to 
nought ub tho Mexicans bad too lar to 
march. 

Castlcnean figures but little in Mexican 
business, as Bazaiue gives him to understand 
that a French Field Marshal outranks him. 
Ho is simply Aid do Camp and is treated ac- 
cordingly. 

Appearances indicate that Bazaine con-- 
templates a long stay, as ho is enguged in 
making contracts for any supplies moro 
than is necessary for the troops until next 
Juno.

Under the terms of llio 
first arrangement this programme was found 
to increase tho length of tho passage soven 
to eight days, and to make thirteen trips, tlio 
days of the sailing of steamers would have 
to bo frequently changed, so that the Bervico 
would bo inconstant and uncertain. Instead 
of proving a convenience to merchants and 
the community, the extra trip would be a 
series of constant annoyance.

PARTICULARS OF A G-REAT 
CALAMITY. 

The Great Fire iu Quebec. 

The following are all the particulars we 
have yet beon able to find of the groat fire in 
Quebec :— 

Quebec, Monday, October loth, 1865.— 
At four o'clock yesterday morning, a fire 
begau in tho house of Mr Trudel, grocer, on 
St. Joseph slreot, near the Jacques Cartior 
market. Owing to tho early hour of Ibo 
morning few people wero about. The wind 
which had blown half a gale Iron) tho cast 
all night, had slightly abated, but slill con- 
tinued with such violence as to cause serious 
rppreheusions, which were after wurds unfor- 
tunately realized. 

By this timo the Fire Brigade reached 
the seeno Trudol's b'juse was enveloped in 
flumes. The sappers were already there, but 
there was some delay in laying the hose 
nnd getting sufficient water, winch was riot 
remedied for nearly an hour. Meantime the

Coroner Prendergrast hold an inquost on 
tho four bodies taken from the ruins. The 
Drst body taken out was that of a woman 
named Margaret Weard — the wifo of Jean 
Baptisto, of St. Larenrour — whoso husband 
was killed by the explosion in Arago streot. 

The remains of threo women wero dis- 
covered after a search of six hours, buried 
beneoth tho ruins of an old brick building, 
near the lower end of Arngo slreot. Their 
names where Angolia Vadebenpur, aged 
thirty-six yoars ; Angoliquo Vadebennur, 
aged sixty yearB; tho name of tho third 
has not transpired. The mother of tho Va- 
debenours wus taken from beneath a mass of 
rubbish iu such a state as to be unrecog- 
nizable. 

A clerk in tho grocory storo of Mr Gan- 
eroux, named Biecoulier, is missing. Sev« 
era! other persons are also reported missing. 

Tho number of housoa destroyed is greater 
than at first supposed. I think thoy will 
number 2350, throwing over 25,000 persons 
on tne charity of tho world. 

On St Lauvro and Sione streets, out of '2000 
only 175 houses wero left standing. Tho fam- 
ilies living in these wero all cf tho poorest 
class, antl very few of them Beved from tho 
flames any clothing except what was on 
thoir porsons. 

Out of tho large number of houses that 
wero situated in the suburbs of tho city tho 
only tokon left was a wilderness of chimneys 
and rub s of what was the most popular rc- 
Bort during the summer months. 

The different societies of tho city havo 
placed at tho disposal of the authorities their 
halls for the families who wero unable to 
procuro tents. The skating ground, City 
Hall, two drill sheds, and the Marino boss 
pitnl uro filled. 

Tho Governor Goneral, immediately after 
being notified of the sad catastrophe, ordered 
ton thousand tenis to bo taken lo Quebec for 
the accommodation of the houseless sufferers. 
In tbo Sisters of Charity hospital are uvo 
hundred and lilty persons under their ohorge. 
The Sisters havo been among the poor, 
houseless creatures, furnishing food and 
clothes, and administering to the wounded. 

The telegraph poles ol the Montreal Com- 
pany wore burned down for over a mile.

San Francisco, Nov 21. — Later accounts 
respecting the seizure of the Mexican brig 
fiasco, suy that Parlors acted under orders 
from Gen. Kamon Corona, endorsed by Con- 
miI Godoy of this city. Theso orders di reeled 
Dartors to proceed to the Pacific ocean und 
Fei/,e any vessel belonging to French or 
Mexican traitors, together with the goods 
belonging lo tho enemies of tho Republic, 
and use sufficient force to carry out instruc- 
tions, as Corrona derives his power from 
Juarez. Tho stories of illegal conduct in 
making the seizure fall to the ground. 

Bastsnio Mallar was arrested to-day on 
the complaint of Giralamo Salono, who 
charges him with having caused the death of 
his infant child. The circumstances of the 
caso, as staled by the complaint, uro as 
follows: Mrs Salene was confined two days 
before the fire occurred on Margaret Alley, 
and gave birth to the child in question. On 
the morning of thu lire Mallar ran up stairs 
and seized his wifo, who held tho child in 
his arms, and was carrying thorn down stairs, 
when they were mot by noma persons who 
volunteered to take the child in order to 



or twelve houses were on fire, and the I urn 
ber und wooden sheds on all sides were 
soon ignited. By half-past live o'clock 
oigh'.y bouses, all built of wood, wero in a 
bluze. The flames, driven by tho wind, 
wero spreading in all directions. At half- 
past six o'clock over 150 houses were con- 
sumed. 

The fire by this timo had run along Si. 
Joseph and Noire Lame des Anges streets to 
the junction of St. Vallor street, carrying 
everything before it. Tho church of La 
Congregation stood in great danger, but a 
sudden veering of tho wind saved it. Cross- 
ing St. Valler street, the fire soon after- 
wards spread into St. Sauvour, and among 
its hundreds of wooden houses raged with 
defiant fury. House alter house fell o prey 
to the flames. It was thought that die houses 
to tbo eastward would bo saved, but the fire 
crept back, continuing its work of destruc- 
tion. 

At 11 o'clock tho whole center of tho dis- 
trict lying between St. Sauvour and the 
lower streets running parallel with the river 
was a charred and barren waste, and having 
nothing to feed on there, the conflagratioa 
distributed itself in opposite directions, tin 
woid Increasing again, and blowing gust 
from every direction. Three separate con 
Qagratious wore observable at one time. St 
Sauvour Church, Dunn's soap and candle 
factory, Rice's rope walk aud other large 
buildings were in flames. 

A'ong St. Vttlier streot, and tho toll-gate 
and tho streets surrounding the General 
Hospital and Convent, another terrible firo 
was raging with even greater fury, while at 
the back of Crown street, along Prince Ld- 
ward's, Jesuit and ltilard streets, the flu trios 
were creeping back and onvoloping street 
afier street in spile of the almost superhu- 
man exertions of the soldiers aud t lie sea- 
men of the Aurora. The conflagration 
ooasod at about five o'clock, when thuro was 
nothing for it lo feed on. 

The body of a man, burned almost to a 
crisp, was dragged out of a hous in St, 
Sauvour, near St. Vulior street. It could 
not be identified. Sergeant Hughes of the 
Royal Artillery was blown up, and badly, 
though not dangerously burned. Lieutenant 
Douglas, of tho Aurora, was severely hurt by 
a lulling building. Several of the seamen 
received contusions, but so lar as known, no 
one was soriously injured. Limit, Benn, of 
one of tho regiments, had his arm broken by 
a fulling beam. 

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 

Quebec, Oct l(j. — Tho Mayor ofQuebco 
issued a proclamation yesterday morning for 
u muss meeting to be held lust evening lo 
devise moans to assist tbe sullerors by Ibo 
great fire. A more numerous und influential 
assembly was never convened ir. the cily, 
The citizens whoso property escaped injury aro 
doing everything in thoir power to provido 
relief lor those who havo been rendered 
houseless and penniless by tho greatest lire 
that has occurred in America, The suller- 
iugs at Portland cannot bo compared to 
thoso endured at Quebec. Tho peoplo in 
the province havo no one to rely on. Tbo 
inhabitants of Lower Canada, being poor, 
ounnot assist the suflerers an they would 
wish. 

A ooinuiiitoo was appointed'wbo will im- 
mediately appeal to the charitably disposed 
persons throughout tho continent (or funds lo 
help rebuild the cily, und provide homes for 
tho poor, and hoforo tho approaching winter 
nets in. Filicen thousand dollars wero sub- 
Horibed at lite meeting last night, and about 
five thousand dollars during the day. 



Manifest Destiny of Mexico. 

Messrs. Editors: — Whether Maximilian 
has already left the country, as announced 
by tho telegraph, or is to do so ; whether llio 
provinces of Chihuahua, Sonora and Lower 
California have hoen ceded to the United 
States or not, is but of little moment, as such 
are, at the utmost, questions ol timo. What 
is pretty certain is that Maximilian has 
shown himself inadequato to the task ol re- 
storing order, peace and security to tbe cuun- 
Iry. What is no less certain is, that Napo- 
leon's scheme ol founding an Hmpire on the 
rains of the old, decrepit Republic, to coun- 
teract tbe long cherished designs of Undo 
Sam with regard to Mexico, bus proved u 
signal failuro. He appears now to eutirel) 
relinquish tho task. Ol this one can havo no 
bettor proof than tho withdrawal of tbe 
French troops, at a time when they are most 
needed. Indeed, never before has that most 
unhappy country, on which nature seems to 
havo most profusely lavished ber bounties, 
presented a moro lamentable spectacle ol 
chaos and anarchy than she does just now. 
She is ront by several factions, who having 
beon unable to drive oil the invaders, aro now 
quarreling among thomselves on the ruins of 
the agonized Empire. Modern history ulfords 
nothing akin to it, and to find a parallel ca-c 
we are compelled to fall bock on the latter days 
of tho Roman Empire. It is very certain, 
too, that the Mexicuns, since tbo day they 
severed their ties with the mother country, 
havo shown the greatest inability for self- 
government. They aro too ignorant a people 
and too destitute of political sense to take 
their own destinies in hand. The history of 
the country for the last forly years is one 
cataloguo of bloodshod ; civil war raging 
without intermission from one end of the 
land to the other. For that long period they 
have been the prey to the selfish ambition of 
unscrupulous, heartless chieftains— no loss 
than filty-four having occupied the presiden- 
tial chair in less than hall a century, aud 
none being able to rniso himself in adminis- 
trative capacity above the common level. 
When once in power, they seem to have been 
more busy about plundering the poor people 
than in promoting their welfare. Under the 
uch rulers the public 
roads and monuments built by the Spaniards 
have gone to decay, nnd plunder and murder 
have prevailed throughout the laud to such a 
dt-greo us to place life und property in jeop- 
ardy. In a word, tho country from tbo day 
the Mexicans gained their independence, bus 
been retrograding with gigantic stops, and is 
now fust Binkiog into ruin. As i havo already 
stated, tho Empire has proved a failure ; 
self-government is a nonentity. What, thcre- 
joro, remains to he done? is there no remedy 
for retrieving Mexico from her present sink- 
ing condition by bringing to light the latent 
resources with which she has beon blessed '! 
Everything seems to portend that Uncle Sam 
is the only Esculapius that will assumo 
tho tusk of curing the sick man of all his dis- 
eases by means ol the panacea of absorption. 
When will this important evenl take place? 
Everything now seems to indicate that il 
will bo ere long. Already three of tho most 
important provinces of the Empire have been 
ceded, if wo aro lo give credit to the lalo tele- 
graphic despatches, viz. : Chihuahua, Sonora, 
and Lower California, 

Chihuahua, which contains a population of 
''200,000 inhabitants uud an area of about 
100,000 square miles, lies between the 1!7 
deg. and 32 deg. latitude, and is bounded en 
the north by the important river of tUo 
Grande. It may be described as d lofty 
table-land, abounding in rich mines of gold 
and silver. 

Next comes Sonora, with a population ol 
140,000 inhabitants, and an urea of 100,000 
and odd square miles. It is 300 miles lung, 
extending uloug tbo Gulf of California, 
bounded on tho oast by tho State of Chihua- 
hua, Ileing greatly diversified it can ptoduco, 
most prolifically, all kinds of European 
grains, besides cotton, tobacco, wino, &o, 
iNumberloss herds of wild stock arc soen 
roaming through its immense plains, wanting 
a master. It is one of the riohosl pro- 
vinces in the whole Empire in gold uud silver, 
and also pearls. It abounds too in alluvial 
gold diggings; but owing to tho frequent 
inroads of tho Indians, all these resources 
have proved unavailing thus far. 

Lower California, which runs hotweon (he 
I'acilic Ocean nnd the Gult ol California, 
has a population of 12,000 inhabitants (one- 
half Indians), with an area of (10,000 square 
miles. It is 700 miles long, and from 30 lo 
120 broad, intersected through the whole of 
its longth by a chain of mountains. As a 
goneral thing, the ootinlry is uneven, rugged, 
barren and deficient in moisture. But, 
wherever the soil is watered, it is of extra- 
ordinary lerlility. It contains evory kind ol 
mineral, precious and otherwise. Such is 
tho important territory which is reported to 
have been coded to the United States. It is 
moro than a quarter ol Mexico, and over one - 
quarter larger than tho whole uroa of France. 
What the country will become, in the hands 
of tho Americans, it is easy to foretell. Willi 
the Rio Grande in their power, a line ol 
steamers will noon ply lrom its mouth to 
Topaeolne (in the State ol Chihuahua), a dis- 
tance ol 720 miles ; and from the lutlor 
place, a railroad will bo built In the (lull ol 
California, a distance of 440 miles, an ag- 
gregate distance of 1100 miles from point to 
point. Guuymas, with u beautiful seaport I 
(horse-shoo like), well sheltered from (ho 
winds and tho rough sea, will become tho 
successful rival ol San Francisco. With [ 
capital flowing in, it will become like the Hay 
Cily, the centre of a rich, thriving, mining 
and agricultural population. Doing nearer 
to Cnina, Japan and most purls of tho Ausi 
trulian Islands, thun tho metropolis ol tho 
Pacific, it will become, in tho course ol timo, 



tho emporium of tho trade and commerce 
between these distant countries, on tho one 
hand, und the Atlantic States and Europe on 
the other. 

Such is tho bright fulnro in storo for that 
now brokon-down country." B. D.

A Daughter Attempts to Destroy hkr 
Fathek by Mixing Sthvoiini.nr with his 
Tea.— Captain Frain, of the steamer Emily 
Harris, last evening bronght dowD a half- 
breed girl, named Mary Ann McFaddcn, 
daughter of otic James INlcFadJeu, a resident 
of Salt Spring Island, who stands charged 
with the awful ctinio of attempting to desfoy 
hor own lather by mixing a deadly poison 
(strychnine) With a cup of tea, which ho 
drank. McFuddeu is a farmer in a small 
•way on Salt Spring Island. lie is a widower 
and has three boys and two girls, of which 
Mary Ann is tho eldest, dependent upon his 
exertions. On or about tho 12th of October 
last, McPaddan was working for a Mr Binn 
at Nanaimo, in whono houso the accused was 
residing. While there a nieeo of McFaddeD's 
—also a balf-breed— named Mrs Sampson, 
visited the Binns, and it was during hor 
stay that tho attempt upon McFadden's life 
is alleged to have bean made. The daughter 
acknowledges that she prepared the poison- 
ous draught, bat says that she was instigated 
to do so by the woman Sampson, between 
whom and the accused's father there exists an 
old grudge. Be this statement true or false, 
about the date named MeFadden fell sud- 
denly and violently ill, without apparent 
cause, and has since continued in very deli- 
cate state of heal'h. The accused appears to 
havo kept her own counsel until one day last 
week, when Mrs Sampson told her husband 
of tho attempt, but without implicating hor- 
solf. Sampson at once acquainted MeFad- 
den with the fact, and the daughter was 
tased with tho committal of the deed. 
She confessed, implicating Mrs Sampson, 
whereupon tho latter disappeared, and ia 
Bupposed to havo gono to the mainland, 
vbero she has relatives re.-ddine;. Mary Ann 
was taken beforo Justice Franklyn, examined 
and fully committed for trial at tho Assizes. 
She is a bright-eyed girl and rather prepos* 
Bossing in appearance, but seems to have 
sadly lacked the careful moral training of a 
good mother. She talks unreservedly 
of tho affair; says she was always treated 
kindly by her father, and that she did not 
think the poison would injure him or she 
would not bavo administered it. Tho mis- 
guided creature, sobbing bitterly, was lodged 
in jail last evening; but there being no 
fomalo ward it is difficult to say what dispo- 
sition can bo made for hor accommodation 
until the Assizes;
